SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Private Teacher/Lust in the Fast Lane/Untitied is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The video recording tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes. 

The first part of the video recording features a story about a male teenager who is 
coming to terms with his sexuality. The feature begins with him observing neighbours 
sexual exploits through his telescope and the story progresses to the point where he 
actively engages in sex with a number of people, including his aunt. The age of the 
youth is created by the story's context and is a theme that is continually exploited. The 
boy's youth is exploited in a sexual manner to such an extent that the Classification 
Office is of the opinion that the video recording tends to support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. 

Section 3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 overrides 
si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) as it is a deeming 
provision. Section 3(2) accordingly takes precedence and no further consideration has 
been given to the NZBR Act. 
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
